On April 4, 2005, Rick Melton, on behalf of Rick’s Auto Body (“Complainant”),
filed a complaint against Kentucky Utilities Company (“KU”) requesting that the
Commission enter an Order forbidding KU from collecting an additional $500 deposit.
On April 14, 2005, the Commission entered an Order directing KU, within 10 days of the
date of the Order, to answer or to satisfy the matters in the complaint. On April 25,
2005, KU filed its answer with the Commission and claimed to have satisfied the
complaint by removing the additional deposit from Complainant’s account.

On June 3, 2005, the Commission entered an Order directing Complainant to
notify the Commission of its acceptance or rejection of KU’s offer of satisfaction. On
June 10, 2005, Complainant filed a letter with the Commission confirming acceptance of
KU's offer of satisfaction. Pursuant to 807 KAR 5:001, Section 12(5), after a

Defendant’s offer of satisfaction, a Complainant’'s acceptance of the offer, and the



Commission’s approval, no further proceedings are necessary. Accordingly, the
Commission finds that the offer of satisfaction should be approved.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. KU’s offer of satisfaction is approved.

2. This case is dismissed with prejudice and is removed from the
Commission’s docket.
